Although this.bird sings and resem- 


bles a number .of our innocent birds, 
ho does not fool the smaller feathered 
folk. They have all learned from sad 
experience what to expect from this 
enemy, and they no sooner slgbt him 
than they hurry to the underbrush 
with hurried calls of alarm. 
,The "butcher bird" Is rather a small 
rascal to have such » bloody ^e^jj'd. 
being only about eight and'a halt 
inches in length.

CURIOUS ESKIMO LIVING. 


The Pallet Rooms In Homos Entirely 


Devoid of Furniture. 


"Furniture is quite unknown in n 
:ommon Eskimo home," writes the 
wife of the Danish governor of Green- 
land, Anna Bistrup, in an article on 
'Eskimo Women In Greclnnd" In the 
Century.

"The houses of the Eskimos are all 


built of stone nnd turf, with the -win- 
dows opening toward the sun, tbe one 
entrance nlwnys being on the side Hint 
is least exposed to the wind. Along 
the back wall runs a platform, a pallet 
of boards, rnised eighteen inches above 
the floor. It is from six to eight feel 
deep,' and throiigh lis whole length H 
is divided into rooms or spaces of 
eiglit or ten feet. Each room is acpn- 
rated from the neighboring room by « 
partition of Jtionrd or skin. An open 
passage runs, the whole length of the 
bouse along. Ihe pullet • rooms and 
serves for the traffic of all the Inmiilos, 
but each pallet room claims for* it.i 
own the bit, of passageway, afll.oltiing.
